IT having been represented to the Cal- 
gary Board of 'fvade that people were look- 
ing toit for some statement regarding

2) Any attempt to fix just prices can 
only result in ineredible confusion and par- 
alsis of business to the detriment of every 
producer ond consumer 

3 ‘The suggestion that dividends can be 
paid out of cultural heritage and  undevel- 
oped natural resources is impracticable and 
impossible, : 

4 ‘The Socal Credit monetary proposals 
will lead to a condition similar to that 
Vhich occurred in Germany, involving the 
Province, the farmer, the wage earner, and 
others, in financial disaster. 

5 The Social Credit proposals will isol- 
ate Alberta and render it impossible for 
cither the farmer or the business man to 
buy or sell to advantage, 

6 Winally, such an experiment as is out- 
lined by the Social Credit proposals will 
lead to chaos, and entail great suffering 
from Which the province would not recover 
for many years.
